The Planning Board is very 
busy these days, not just with 
the bylaw rewrites and street 
acceptances for April Town 
Meeting, but with a flurry of 
subdivision plans for more than 
115 new single-family homes. 

“The amazing thing is the 
number of houses being built,” 
Stephen Colyer, planning direc- 
tor, said last week. “The 
builders might know something 
we don’t know, but it’s almost 
like a mini boom is coming on.” 

Hyatt Crossing, a 19-lot clus- 
ter subdivision on Noel Road 
approved last summer, is 
already under construction.

Music to her ears 


Andover resident Carolyn Skelton begins music 
enrichment program for children in Lawrence

When she was their age, Car- 
olyn Skelton was already accom- 
panying choruses. But the teach- 
er doesn’t expect that of her new 
students just yet. She’s willing to 
cut them some slack, After all, 
many of them are only 8 
and 9 years old. 

“My main goal is to 
expose these kids,” said 
Ms. Skelton, of 55 Grey 
Road. “I’m not looking 
for virtuoso players - 
though you never 
know.” 

Ms. Skelton was 
introduced to the piano \ 
in kindergarten and 
ultimately became a Ful- 
bright Scholar, studying 
with noted musician 
Anton Heiller in Vienna.

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Underexposed? A ‘look at Andover’s“art; music programs 


By Neil Fater 

While music programs may not be 
dying, to some they do seem to be 
wasting away. 

Carolyn Skelton certainly feels 
this way. One of the reasons her 
music enrichment program is need- 
ed in Lawrence is because she was 
told elementary students there have 
only one music course every other 
week, [See related story on page 2.} 
But she said this is a larger problem 
than just a lack of art programs in 
one city. 

She said that across the country 
when something has to be removed 
from schools’ programs it often 
seems to be the arts. This is “mainly 
because of budget cuts, I think, and 
this ‘back to the basics’ approach. 
Obviously the basics are important. 
But the arts should not be eliminat- 
ed,” she said. 

“It’s too bad the-arts are the first 
thing to be cut because a lot of people 
think they’re superfluous. A coun- 
try’s culture is developed by the arts 
more than by the business or the 
economy. It’s sad to see that go by 
the wayside.” 

Approximately three years ago 
the art and music staff in Andover’s 
middle schools had to be halved

because of budget constraints, 
according to Diana Kolben, program 
adviser for the art and music depart- 
ments. 

“We used to have two arts teach- 
ers at the middle schools, now they 
have one. Whatever we lost in the art 
department we lost in the music 
department as well,” said Jim 
Batchelder, a former junior high and 
current high school art teacher. 
“One teacher just couldn’t serve that 
whole schedule so that schedule had 
to change.” 

However, in general, budget cuts 
have not hit the art and music pro- 
grams in Andover quite so hard as in 
other communities. 

“Andover has at least had a 
healthier look at it,” said Mr. 
Batchelder. When cuts are required, 
they have been made evenly across 
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all departments. But smaller pro- 
grams, such as the arts, naturally 
feel these cuts more, he said. 

“Bach teacher’s given X amount of 
dollars to buy supplies,” he said. 
“That budget has not changed in 
probably 10 years. You're actually 
doing more with less.” 

Education experts who support 
funding for the arts state that music 
and art can better reach those stu- 
dents who do not perform well under 
traditional lecture-and-testing meth- 
ods. 

“There are so many people who 
are non-verbal thinkers. Non-verbal 
thinkers can have a really difficult 
time with the standard way of teach- 
ing,” said Ms. Skelton. 

“T think it’s a big issue. A lot of 
students that I hear from other teach- 
ers are real problems, I never had 
trouble with. It used to surprise me,” 
said Mr. Batchelder. “I would guess 
that 30 percent of the population in 
any building is more visual. 

“T think it would be a tragedy if we 
lost the arts. I can’t imagine kids 
going to school from 8 to 2 with 
straight academics. They’d crack.” 

However, Mr. Batchelder said he 
believes Andover has seen the worst 
of the arts cuts. 
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“T think we’ve leveled off in Andover. It 
looks like things have leveled off and we're 
going to start increasing again,” said Mr. 
Batchelder. “I hope it’s going to go back and 
stabilize. Hopefully 10 years from now we'll 
be back at two teachers at the middle 
school.” 

According to Ms. Kolben, elementary stu- 
dents in Andover meet once a week for art. 
Kindergartners, fourth- and fifth-graders 
meet once a week for music, and grades 1-3 
meet twice a week. In the middle schools stu- 
dents are required to meet four times a week 
for six weeks for music, and four times a 
week for seven weeks for art. Students can 
also elect to take orchestra, band or choral 
courses, which meet twice a week. During 
their four years at Andover High School, stu- 
dents are required to take one full credit in 
the fine arts. The majority of art and music 
courses count as half a credit. At the High 
School, students meet every day for the 
semester for a course. All classes meet for 45 
minutes. 

“They can also elect to take them. Most of 
the students up there do elect to take them,” 
said Mr. Batchelder. However, because of the 
elimination of other electives, students are 
often shut out of courses they want to take 
and classes are at full capacity.

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Selectmen to create tax classification task force

Selectmen Monday night, Jan. 
31, voted 4-1 to create a task force 
to study the town’s policy of 
using tax classification to set tax 
rates. The move is in response to 
complaints, mostly from busi- 
nesses owners, that the current 
system of taxing commercial and 
industrial property at a different 
rate than residential property is 
full of inequity. 

Selectmen in December 
increased the tax classification 
shift from 120 to 135 percent, rais- 
ing the average residential tax 
rate about 7 percent, from $14.10 
per $1,000 to $15.14, and the com- 
mercial and industrial rate 24 
percent, from $18.36 to $22.78. 

Business owners at the time 
asked selectmen to set up the 
task force, and board appointed 
members James Barenboim and 
Larry Larsen to study that pro- 
posal. 

The two came up with the rec- 
ommendation that the task force 
be appointed for eight months 
and that its goal should be to 
seek alternatives that would 
bring “equity” to the process of 
setting tax rates. They also rec- 
ommended that the task force 
include six members, three rep- 


resenting the interests of resi- 
dential property owners and 
three representing commercial 
and industrial property owners. 
It would also include an adviser, 
although not a voting member, 
from the tax assessor’s Office. 

The membership of the task 
force is only a recommendation 
and the final number will be left 
up to the discretion of the town 
manager and the other select- 
men. 


The dissenting vote was that 
of Chairman William Downs, 
who said he feared the task force 
would just come back with a rec- 
ommendation on a specific num- 
ber at which the board should set 
the classification rate, and it 
would just be one more group 
telling them how to do their job. 

“T think this whole committee 
would be self serving,” Mr. 
Downs said. “I don’t think it 
would be objective.” 

He said it is the selectmen’s 
responsibility to set the tax rate 
and that appointing a task force 
challenged their integrity in 
doing so. 

Selectman Charles Wesson 
said that while he doubted a task 
force would come up with a bet- 
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that Mr. Downs had prejudged the task force 
before it was even appointed. 

“Tt has nothing to do with our integrity, 
Mr. Barenboim said. 

“Tt certainly does,’ Mr. Downs responded.

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School Committee seeks budget cuts system can live with

It was a night of 
voiced frustration. 

First, approxi- 
mately a dozen par- 
ents expressed their 
concern about the 
overcrowding of 
Bancroft School after 
William Josephson, 
co-chairperson of the 
Bancroft Overcrowd- 
ing Task Force, gave 
a brief report to the 
School Committee at 
its Tuesday-night 
meeting. 


Then, Bill Huston, 
secretary of the 
School Committee, 
detailed his frustra- 
tion about the budget 
for next year. 

“We have to bring 
our budget into line. 
We have to negotiate 
with all of the 
unions. We have to 
expand the physical 
size of our buildings 
because, as everyone 
knows, they’re 
bulging at the walls,” 
said Mr. Huston, 
who felt the budget 
needed to be expand- 
ed to avoid harmful 
eliminations within 
the system. 


“T think the 
School Committee 
has pared down to as 
lean as it can be. 
This isn’t fat that 
you’re cutting,” he 
said. 

The School Com- 
mittee had been lis- 
tening to two propos- 
als for cutting more 
than $240,000 from 
next year’s budget, 
one recommended by 
the ad hoc committee 
for finance and the 
other by Mark 
McQuillan, superin- 
tendent of schools. 

One cut in person- 
nel that both propos- 
als supported was to 
not hire two of the 10 
teachers that the 
schools had planned 
on hiring to bring 
teacher-student 
ratios down. 

Mr. Huston said it 
did not make sense

The maximum 
capacity of the 
school is listed at 550 
students. 

In part because of 
these reasons, par- 
ents expressed con- 
cern that the pro- 
posed addition of 141 
seats to South School 
would not be enough 
to take care of the 
town's overcrowding 
problem. 

In response to 
these concerns about 
space, Dr. McQuillan 
and committee mem- 


bers said that bring- 
ing Shawsheen 
School up to capaci- 
ty, adding 141 seats 
to South School, and 
freeing up space 
through renovations 
at Sanborn School 
should help solve the 
overcrowding prob- 
lem. Redistricting 
will undoubtably be 
needed. 


The committee 
effectively rejected 
the idea of an open- 
enrollment policy 
that would allow par- 
ents to enroll stu- 
dents in any appro- 
priate school, as long 
as the parents pro- 
vide the transporta- 
tion. 

“T don’t think it’s 
an inappropriate 
suggestion,” said 
Chairwoman Susan 
Dalton, “I think peo- 
ple worry about 
implementation.”

Bridge could take 2 years”

“Before we start the hearing, | 
just want everybody to know we 
are not closing the bridge.”

is routed to the lanes on the south side of the 
bridge. Then the center would be worked on 
while one lane of traffic moved around it on 
each side, Finally the south side of the bridge 
would be closed and traffic would be shifted 
to the north side. 

This option will mean some delays and 
backups, but will not require any lane 
restrictions or closures on I-93, engineers 
said. Another option considered was keeping 
the eastbound lanes open in one direction 
and detouring the westbound lane to the 
Route 110 interchange. 

A third option was to have one lane open 
in one direction and use a signal to alternate 
the direction of travel. The problem with the 
last option is it would cause backups of up to 
two miles on Interstate 93 during rush hour, 
and up to one and a half miles on River Road. 

The engineers said closing the bridge 
would not have caused any backups and the 
detours would have caused only five- or six- 
minute delays. 

The project would have cost $1 million if 
the bridge were closed; now it’s $1.5 million 
with the bridge open. The entire cost will be 
paid for with state and federal funds. 

Work could start in the fall of 1994. It 
would then be completed sometime in 1996.

One thing being considered that could 
delay and change the whole scope of the 
entire project is a proposal to enlarge the 
bridge to five or six lanes while the repair 
work is being done.

OTHER FACETS TO CONSIDER 
By running one's fingers down the center of the back, one 
can feel the bony projections known as the spinous process. 
On either side of this central line of bone are facet joints which 
link each spinal bone (vertebra) with the one above and below. 
Surrounding each facet joint is a capsule of connective tissue 
which secretes a fluid (synovial fluid) that lubricates the hinges 
so that they might move freely. Taken as a whole, the facet 
joint is designed to direct and limit movement of the spine. 
Facet joints are not intended to carry excess body weight. 
Therefore, when people overextend themselves by lifting heavy 
objects with an arched back, it sets the stage for inflammation 
or even fracturing of the facet joints. The result is back pain

according to Mr. Colyer. And there is 
no shortage of proposals, 

“They're working on the prelimi- 
nary plans now, so all of a sudden 
there’s going to be this slug of prelimi- 
nary plans coming in,” Mr. Colyer 
said. “It’s not a boom, but it’s like 
they’re putting their feet in the water 
again.” 

Proposed 55-lots off North Street 

The biggest proposal is one involv- 
ing property off North Street currently 
owned by George Chongris. The pro- 
posed 55-lot cluster subdivision is on 80 
acres that extend from Chandler Road 
all the way to Brookside Estates, 
behind the houses that front on North 
Street. Andover attorney Richard 
Asoian will head a group of investors 
taking over ownership of the project 
from Mr. Chongris, according to Mr. 
Colyer. 

The development will all be on town 
sewer, so there will be no septic sys- 
tems. 

“It’s actually got a ton of green 
space,” Mr, Colyer said of the proposal. 

Planners encourage cluster subdivi- 
sions because they generally increase 
the amount of open space without 
increasing the number of lots on a 
property. The green space involved 
with this project will connect with 
green space on the west side of Federal 
Street, adjacent to the industrial park 
where Vicor Corp. and Massachusetts 
School of Law are located. 

The Planning Board is expecting to 
see the preliminary plan for the 55 lots

weeks,” according to Mr. Colyer. 
Five-acre lots 

A second large development involv- 
ing 60 acres of land off the west side of 
Spring Grove Road is being proposed 
by West Hollow Limited Partnership, a 
family trust in the care of Irving E. 
Rogers Jr. What makes this plan 
unique is the size of the lots being pro- 
posed, according to Mr. Colyer. 

“It’s not a case where a developer 
will try and max out a site,” Mr. Colyer 
said, 

The plan is for 13 lots on the 60 
acres, all two-, three-, four- and five- 
acre lots. Nine lots will require subdi- 
vision approval by the Planning Board. 
Four lots will be created from existing 
street frontage. 


The developer has hired an environ- 
mental consultant in an effort to make 
the best use of the land while offering 
as much seclusion to each property as 
possible, according to Mr. Colyer. The 
lots will be “locked” on the deeds so 
they cannot be subdivided. 

A marketing consultant was also 
used to be sure there was a market for 
the high-priced homes that are neces- 
sary to build to justify the large lots. 

“It’s just a well-done plan, a very 
well-done plan,” Mr. Colyer said. 

The board has already seen the 
plans and will again discuss the West 
Hollow subdivision at its next meeting, 
Tuesday, Feb. 8, at 7:30 p.m, in town 
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Argilla Road and Scotland Drive 

Yvon Cormier has had a prelimi- 
nary plan for a 13-lot cluster subdivi- 
sion approved for a property off Argilla 
Road, behind Abbot Pond Condomini- 
ums, and will be seeking a definitive 
plan approval. The land was previous: 
ly owned by the Spitola Family Trust. 

Mr. Cormier is also starting to build 
homes on Scotland Drive, a previously 
approved subdivision off Canterbury 
Street. 

Bellevue Road 

A nine-lot cluster subdivision is 
being proposed for an 11-acre parcel off 
Bellevue Road, behind Temple 
Emanuel on the Loosigian family prop- 
erty. 

Stafford Lane 

The board saw the plans for War- 
wick Estates, a nine-lot conventional 
subdivision off Stafford Lane, which is 
off Canterbury Street, at its last meet- 
ing on Tuesday, Jan, 25, and will proba- 
bly vote on the preliminary plan at its 
next meeting. The developer is Richard 
N. Grecoe. 

William Street 

A third nine-lot subdivision is 
planned for William Street. Tom 
Thomas has received preliminary 
approval and is working on the defini- 
tive plan, according to Mr, Colyer. 
Boutwell Road 

The engineering firm of Dana F, 
Perkins Inc. is working on plans for a 
six- or seven-lot subdivision off 
Boutwell Road, off River Road, on prop- 
erty belonging to Russ Doyle. 

Looking good 

Mr. Colyer usually looks at housing 
starts and a few particular builders as 
barometers of the market, he said. 

“Things are looking good,” Mr. Coly- 
er said. 

The number of building permits 
issued for new single-family homes 
was down in 1993, but if the subdivi- 
sion plans being submitted to the plan- 
ning office are any indication, that 
could change this year. 

In 1993, there were 97 building per- 
mits issued for new single-family 
homes in Andover. That was down 
from 141 in 1992. Only three permits 
were issued in the first month of 1994, 
but “that’s not bad considering it’s the 
winter months,” according to Jean 
Giles, an assistant in the building 
inspector’s office. 

While working on a house recently 
in town, builder Charlie Carroll told 
Mr. Colyer he’s always happy to be 
working in Andover. There is better 
land here, bigger lots and buyers get 
more for their money here than they 
do in town’s such as Lexington, Mr. 
Colyer said Mr. Carroll told him. 

“ye been in planning 20 years and 
this whole thing is cyclical,” Mr. Coly- 
er said. 

It starts like this and builds to a 
peak, then falls apart. What happened 
in the ’80s is that the peak went even 
higher than usual, so the fall was that 
much harder, according to the plan- 
ning director. 

“Now it’s starting to build again,” he

Commercial property is 
developing in Andover, too 


Bar is moving ahead with plans to 
build a restaurant at 351 N. Main St., 
on the former Shawsheen Manor site 
next to Dunkin Donuts. 

James Chongris, owner of the 
property, is planning to lease the site 
to Applebee’s, but nothing has yet 
been signed, so Applebee’s has not 
submitted formal plans, according to 
Mr. Colyer. 

“I’ve met with these guys four 
times now,” Mr. Colyer said. 

It will be “a typical Applebee’s 
type cookie-cutter building,” accord- 
ing to Mr. Colyer. 

The proposed brick structure 
would seat 165 patrons, similar to the 
restaurant Applebee’s has in Derry, 
N.H. It would sit up on the front of the 
lot, near North Main Street, and pro- 
vide more than 100 parking spaces. 

Mr. Colyer and Buzz Stapezynski, 
town manager, have gone to Derry to 
view the chain’s operation there. 


Like single-family home construc- 
tion, commercial properties are show- 
ing some signs of life in Andover as 
well, according to Stephen Colyer, 
planning director. 

“We're doing good, commercially,” 
Mr. Colyer said. 

Andover is “still in the running” 
for having Wang Laboratories Inc. 
move its corporate headquarters here 
from Lowell. Wang is considering 
buying existing, vacant office space 
on Shattuck Road, off River Road, to 
house approximately 1,000 employees, 
according to Mr. Colyer. 

AT&T recently leased a “ton of 
footage” at Brickstone Square, on 
York Street, and a small computer 
software company also moved to 
Brickstone from North Andover and 
has since expanded, according to Mr. 
Colyer. 

Applebee’s 
Applebee’s Neighborhood Grill and 


Bible Church plans to build a

Route 495. 

The approved plan was for the

The modification would seek 
approval for only the chapel. 
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more often than not, are spent with 
them,” said Mr. Marsh. “I like playing 
sports, but I also like the camaraderie 
that’s developed in a team atmo- 
sphere.”

“I showed her 
the Cape and she showed me Boston.” 

They were married in 1983 and 
moved to Andover three years later, 
shortly after the arrival of their first 
child, Alex. Their son is currently a 
second-grader at South Elementary 
School. Lauren is a 6-year-old kinder- 
gartner in private school. 

As his children begin their school 
journey, Mr. Marsh is continuing his 
education process. He is currently a 
manager of business development in 
the Boston office of Turner Construc- 
tion Corp., the largest general con- 
struction company in the United 
States, he said. 

“T’ve learned and continue to learn a 
lot about big business through the 
hands-on approach,” he said. Some 
day, though, he may return to graduate 
school. 

Mr. Marsh said time spent with the 
School Building Committee has been a 
learning experience. 

Yet, after all these years, perhaps 
the most salient lesson is the impor- 
tance of teamwork, which he learned 
playing on college teams. This is why, 
well before April Town Meeting, he 
would like to involve all interested 
Andover parties in the school build- 
ings process. 

“This is not seven people designing 
a school,” he said of the seven-member 
School Building Committee’s plan. 
“We want the town to have input. Our 
intention is to get to them. We want a 
school program that pleases every- 
body.” 

Initial involvement 

Mr. Marsh took his first step to 
becoming chairman of the School 
Building Committee when he 
answered the phone one evening about 
four or five years ago. 

“J was home one night taking care of 
the kids and I got a call from one of the 
ladies who was putting together the 
Penguin Park,” he said. The woman 
was selling T-shirts and Mr. Marsh 
bought one for each of his kids. He also 
offered his services to help build the 
park. A few months later Mr. Marsh 
was signed up for two two-hour shifts. 
One of the few volunteers involved 
who really understood construction, he 
ended up spending most of the day 
there. 

“Tt was pouring rain, but it wasn’t 
that cold out. I met a lot of people and I 
had a good time,” he said. Ultimately, 


of course, that time was wasted, as 
complaints led to the relocation of that 
park. 

“Quite honestly there wasn’t enough 
parking there even if it got average 
use,” he said, “People wanted it out of 
there.” 

In large part because of his involve- 
ment in building Penguin Park, Mr. 
Marsh was asked by Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski to fill an open posi- 
tion on the Conservation Commission. 
He spent two years there, until he 
heard the School Building Committee 
was being formed. At that point he 
switched committees and was named 
vice-chairman in the spring of 1992. 

In trying ‘to solve the crowded- 
schools problem, the original nine- 
member School Building Committee 
decided that the best solution was to 
build a new school near the Penguin 
Park site. However, because the first 
School Building Committee didn’t find 
enough support for that plan, it was 
squelched by the School Committee 
and never reached Town Meeting. 

“The parties never met for consen- 
sus. I think that the School Committee 
looks at the School Building Commit- 
tee as a subordinate group in a subor- 
dinate role and I think the School 
Building Committee felt that they 
could act somewhat autonomously,” he 
said. “It was more a lack of experience 
and a lack of communication; a lack of 
openness. As I look back, those weren't 
our decisions to make.” 

When the plan was passed over, 
members of the building committee 
were irate, according to Mr. Marsh. 

“Of our original nine members, six 
dropped off; three of us remained on,” 
said Mr. Marsh. “It was my intention 
to resign as well.” 

Mr. Marsh wrote a resignation let- 
ter. But a call from the town manager 
and the urging of his wife convinced 
him to stay. He had a new attitude. 

“I was going to see this thing 
through,” he said, “and I was going to 
make it work.“ 


New committee 

Part of making sure the new plan 
will work will be to involve the entire 
town in the decision-making process. 
The School Building Committee has 
been keeping the School Committee 
and Finance Committee updated 
through direct consultation and 
through respective liaisons Bill Huston 
and Joanne Marden. 

The committee is trying to learn 
from its past mistakes, Communica- 
tion has become key. 

“That’s definitely a lesson that we 
learned from the previous campaign,” 
said Mr. Marsh. “But I think my 
nature is just geared that way.” 

The building committee will begin 
to meet more regularly with the Board 
of Selectmen, the Planning Board and 
the Conservation Commission because 
it is seeking an endorsement from 
them for the Town Meeting articles. 

“J think our next major step is to get 
out to all the townspeople,” said Mr. 
Marsh. “What we want to do is go to all

But that was disputed by 
Edward Sweda Jr., an attorney for the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health’s Education and Training Ini- 
tiative, who said many studies have 
been done on the effects of a smoking 
ban on the restaurant business. Mr. 
Sweda said that at the time of the ban, 
the restaurants in Beverly Hills 
claimed a 30 percent loss of business 
and the ban was repealed. But a couple 
of years after the fact, a survey was 
done in Beverly Hills, and other Cali- 

fornia towns that had banned smoking, 
in which meals-tax records were 
checked to establish the ban’s effects 
on business. None of the communities, 
including Beverly Hills, had actually 
lost any business at all during the ban, 


and there is no solid documentation - 


that smoking bans result in a decrease

Having 
worked on the other side of the fence I 
know how the (public bid system) 
operates,” he said. “I’m in a good posi- 
tion to help the town prepare papers 
for that situation.” 

Member Matt Lennon, 14 Caris- 
brooke Street, is also chairman of the 
technology subcommittee. He and his

Dave Hagemeier, 29 Hemlock Road, 
said he has been to the Ninety-Nine in 
Salem. N.H., but that he won't go back 
because of the smoke in the non-smok 
ing areas. If the numbers of smokers 
who will supposedly stop frequenting 
restaurants is used in the smoking-ban 
discussion, the number of non-smokers 
who don't patronize restaurants 
because of the smoke should also be 
counted, he said.

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Buckle up! 


As of Feb. 1, Massachusetts 
became the 46th state to enact a safe- 
ty belt law for all motorists and pas- 
sengers traveling in the state. 

The law requires motorists to have 
been stopped for another motor vehi- 
cle violation before being cited for 
not wearing a safety belt. However, 
motorists can be stopped expressly 
for having children age 12 and under 
unrestrained. 

In addition, everyone in the car, 
backseat included, must wear a seat- 
belt. Anyone, driver or passenger, 16 
or older not using a seatbelt will pay 
his or her own fine. The driver of the 
vehicle pays a $25 fine for anyone 
aged 13-15 not wearing a seatbelt. A 
separate law covers those younger 
than 12, but they still have to be 
restrained. 

Cars manufactured before July 1, 
1966 are exempt from the seatbelt 
law. 

The seatbelt law applies to all 
municipal, county or district employ- 
ees, including police, but not includ- 
ing mail carriers. 

The law mandates a minimum 5 


~ percent reduction in bodily injury 


insurance premiums if the law use 
among all occupants equals or 
exceeds 50 percent a year after the 
law has gone into effect. Also, if at 
any time the state safety belt use rate 
exceeds the national average, addi- 
tional insurance reductions will take 
effect. Surveys will determine that. 

According to the Governor’s High- 
way Safety Bureau, two of the major 
contributing factors in motor vehicle 
crashes in this state are speeding 
and impaired driving. Safety belts 
have been proven to reduce the 
chance of serious injury or death by 
50 to 70 percent in a crash.

Alienation at 
Andover High 


Editor, Townsman: 

When I was first informed of (a 
recent suicide of an Andover High stu- 
dent), it did not anger me to the extent 
that it should have. This is probably 
because I, like most other Andover 
High students, was informed by an offi- 
cial written statement read to my class 
just before I took a mid-year test. Being 
informed in that kind of impersonal 
manner is a perfect example of the 
competitive mindset fostered by 
Andover High School: someone else 
couldn’t hack it, so the rest of you take 
the test, do well, make a good name for 
the school, go to college and earn lots of 
money. 

Ironically, I found the next day’s 
matter-of-fact intercom announcement 
of the tragedy similar in tone to the 
way it was announced last year that 
Andover High had some of the best 
SAT scores in Massachusetts. A ques- 
tion I have to ask is, “Which does this 
school administration feel is more 
important, the fact that two Andover 
High students and one recent alumnus 
have killed themselves in a span of less 
than one year, or SAT scores and the 
high property values which they bring 
to Andover?” 

It would be unfair for me to put all 


the blame for the rampant social Dar- 
winism that permeates AHS on the pre- 
sent administration. In fact, they 
inherited the class ranking, class level- 
ing and factory-like atmosphere that 
alienates those individuals who resent 
being forced to function under that 
kind of pressure. That atmosphere is 


just a reflection of Andover as a whole, 


since many taxpayers here have to see 
results as numbers on paper to deter- 
mine how we “stack up” when com- 
pared to other institutes of learning. 
Consequently, that is just what we stu- 
dent have become — numbers. 
Something I do blame the current 
administration for is its complete lack 
of compassion; almost the exact same 
announcement was read after all three 
deaths. If anything is going to make me 
feel insignificant, it’s the knowledge 
that, were I to kill myself, a speech has 
already been written for the occasion. 


There are members of the Andover 
High faculty who understand that this 
kind of skewed value system not only 
increases unnecessary stress and pits 
students against each other, but dis- 
courages students from actually learn- 
ing and enjoying life. Right now, they 
are attempting to instill a sense of indi- 
viduality in students who are working 
within an incredibly impersonal sys- 
tem. It is my hope that that system will 
change.

It’s time to switch from plastic to glass

Markets are the answer to a success- 
ful and continuous recycling program. 
In Andover we want to recycle and we 
do. We have a collection spot once a 
month to collect plastics, No. 1 and No. 
25, We want to collect more easily and 
more often but the problem is what to 
do with the plastic once it is collected. 
Right now plastic is piling up in this 
part of the country. The colored No. 1s 
can’t be sold, the market for the others 
is flat. 

I have some differing suggestions 
for you that were discussed by town 
officials and Waste Management 
recently. 

1) Put some pressure on the econo- 
my and the government, senators and 
representatives to create new products 
from recycled goods. Actual letters and 
calls to government is one thing to do, 
buying recycled goods is another, ask- 
ing for them at stores will help. 

2) While we are waiting for markets 
to develop, buy less plastic. Turn to 
glass or cardboard, one is easily recy- 
cled, the other burns. Ask your stores 
for more non-plastic containers. It 
seems that the reuse of plastic is.never 
into food containers. They must always 


be of absolutely new plastics. So until 
the stock-piled plastics are used, our 
adding to them is depressing the mar- 
ket. 

There is conflict in these sugges- 
tions. Obviously new businesses using 
recycled goods are not going to develop 
if the product disappears. But for our 
own local program, we have no hope of 
plastic pick-up curbside, so less plastic 
in your waste stream is better. And 
why no hope? Andover has delivered 27 
tons per month of plastic to the once-a- 
month collection. To be picked up curb- 
side, because of the volume, Waste 
Management would have to put anoth- 
er truck on the route. That is more 
expense. 

Why will it cost so much? Because 
the material is in such great supply 
that it is hard to sell and the price is 
low. When a recycler can make some- 
thing on sale of the goods, the cost to 
pick up goes down.Why don’t we use a 
local trucker or our own trucks like 
North Andover? Because then we 
would have to sell the plastic our- 
selves. The only local buyer, Dave 
White, has more than he can sell right 
now. and actually wants to get out of 
the business. 


The state will ban plastics from the 
incinerator next year. We have work to 
do. Buy recycled goods to make busi- 
ness see they can make a profit in this 
line. Demand equal treatment of 
reused goods by the government, i.e. 
freight rates should be equalized. Now 
they are less for virgin goods. Ask your 
representatives about these inequali- 
ties. The chance is they don’t even 
know and they should. 

For your own house, buy less plas- 
tic. Develop new habits so we are not 
adding to the problem. A store orders 
goods dependent on what they sold last 
year or last month. If no one bought 
cooking oil in plastic or orange juice in 
plastic, they will get the idea. 

It is ironic that a successful recy- 
cling program continues to have more 
problems. Nothing has changed about 
our basic concerns for the environ- 
ment: recycling is the way. Now we are 
living with the glitches in a free econo- 
my. New England needs glass process- 
ing plants, manufacturing plants that 
use recycled goods as a raw material, 
removal of subsidies for virgin materi- 
als and more innovative solutions. 
Does some one out there want to starta 
new business?

Responding to the third teen-age suicide in 
less than a year, Tuesday night Mark 
McQuillan, superintendent of schools, called 
for the formation of a special task force and 
the coming together of the community . 

“T think it’s imperative that we take steps 
as a community to talk this out,” said Dr. 
McQuillan. “I see this as a community prob- 
lem that we have to address together. We 
have to address it openly.” 

Dr. McQuillan called for the convening of 
a special task force to immediately begin 
working on raising prevention of teen-age 
suicide in Andover, He invited students and 
teachers at the High School, selectmen, the 
chief of police, members of the clergy, the 
town manager and the personnel director to 
all become involved. 

“The objective is to first join together in a 
common force and to have a series of meet- 
ings to discuss the issues,” he said, shortly 
after Tuesday’s School Committee meeting. 
“IT think we want to look at the root cause of 
what our youngsters are saying when this 
happens.” 

Two Andover High students and an 
Andover High graduate home from his first 
few months in college have taken their own 
lives this year. 

Dr. McQuillan said that the presence or 
lack of facilities and opportunities and the 
use of drugs often have a role in suicides, 
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dy teen suicide 


though they may not have been involved in 
these cases. 

“Long-term issues of teen suicide also find 
themselves dealing with these issues,” he 
said. He said open dialog with teens has to 
increase,‘‘so we can be much more attuned to 
their needs and help them to become better 
problem-solvers.” 

Susan Jenkins, committee member and 
parent of students at AHS, said she has 
talked with other parents who expressed anx- 
iety. “There is a fair amount of concern out 
in the community,” said Ms. Jenkins. “In 
order for solutions to be found we do have to 
take this approach to work with the entire 
community. It is our children and the com- 
munity’s children.” 

“J hope I can elicit the support of the com- 
munity behind this effort,” said Dr. McQuil- 
lan. “I think it has been a serious blow to all 
of us in Andover. It has all of us wondering 
what circumstances lead to such an event. 

“This is an invitation to all parents. This 
isn’t limited to the High School,” he said. 
“There are other things that have to be more 
specifically for the High School.” 

The High School has a written “policy for 
response to student suicide” that all staff 
members are to follow. 

“The suicide problem nation-wide begins 
at the high-school level,” said Dr. McQuillan. 
“There are many kids we have to reach that I 
worry we have not.”

vices of Greater Lawrence, said the medical 
costs for smoking-related diseases should 
also be considered when discussing the eco- 
nomic burdens associated with smoking. 


Pro smoking 

Barbara Morache, who works in the data 
processing department at town offices, was 
the most vocal opponent of the bylaw to 
speak at the hearing. Ms. Morache was 
involved in securing a smoking room for 
employees at town offices last year when the 
rest of the building went smoke free. Use of 
that room has increased since the Education 
Reform Act of 1993 banned smoking on 
school property, and employees from the 
school offices, adjacent to town offices, now 
come to town offices to smoke, Ms. Morache 
said. 

She said the bylaw goes too far in pushing 
smokers out into the rain and unfairly sin- 
. gles out restaurant and municipal employ- 
ees. No one has complained about smoking 
in town offices since the smoking room was 
set aside last year, she said. She also said 
that banning smoking in municipal vehicles 
because of one or two complaints is 
“extreme.” 

Ms. Morache said the Board of Health, 
which endorsed the proposals in the draft of 
the bylaw at its meeting two weeks ago, 
should have waited until after the public 
hearings before taking any action on the pro- 
posal. She proposed allowing designated 
smoking areas in municipal buildings and 
restaurants, and defining specific guidelines 
for those designated areas. If necessary, 
require Board of Health approval of the des- 
ignated areas, she suggested. This would 
negate the variance requirement for such 
areas that is provided in the bylaw proposal. 


Positive discussion 

Mr. Sweda said he has been to many simi- 
lar public hearings and was happy with what 
he heard Monday night. 

“I was very impressed with the support 
from the public to protect non-smokers from 
second-hand smoke, Mr. Sweda said. 

Karen Rouse, the mother of two small 
children who recently moved to Andover 
from Stoneham, said she was disappointed to 
find the McDonald’s restaurant here allowed 
smoking, but pleased to see the smoking 
issue addressed candidly in a public forum 
and in the local newspaper. She said that 
reaffirmed her and her husband’s decision to 
move here. 

“I knew we made the right decision,” Ms. 
Rouse said.

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Here’s advice some seniors need to 
consider when figuring their estimated 
tax for 1994: Persons receiving Social 
Security or Railroad Retirment Tier I 
benefits may have to include more of 
their benefits in income. 

For unmarried taxpayers with 
incomes above $34,000, and married 
taxpayers with incomes over $44,000, 
up to 85 percent of the benefits may be 
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taxed. Publication 553, Highlights of 
1993 Tax Changes, briefly explains this 
new rule. 

The old rules still apply, using up to 
half of the benefits as income, if 
income (including all tax-exempt inter- 
est) exceeds $25,000 and $32,000 (but is 
not more than $34,000 and $44,000) for 
unmarried and married taxpayers, 
respectively. 


If a recipient repays any social secu- 
rity or railroad retirement benefits, or 
is married and files separately from his 
or her spouse, special rules may apply. 


An increase in taxable benefits may 
mean having to make or increase 
advance tax payments, either through 
withholding or quarterly estimated tax 
payments. Use Form 1040-ES, “Estimat-

Special tax benefits offered to people 65 and older 


Many seniors can take advantage of 
special tax benefits offered only to 
them. 

Generally, for 1993, single persons 65 
or older do not have to file a federal 
income tax return if their income is 
less than $6,950. The limit for a married 
couple filing a joint return is $11,600 if 
only one spouse is 65 or older, and 
$12,300 if both spouses are 65 or older. 
Persons are considered age 65 on the 
day before their 65th birthday; there- 
fore those who turned 65 on January 1, 
1994, are considered to be age 65 at the 
end of 1993. 

Anyone who is 65 or older and does 
not itemize deductions can take advan- 
tage of a higher standard deduction 
than other taxpayers. For 1993, $900 is

added to the regular standard deduc- 
tion amount for qualifying unmarried 
individuals who are 65 or older, plus 
another $900 if he or she is blind. For 
those who are married filing jointly or 
separately and for qualifying widows 
or widowers, the standard deduction is 
increased by $700 if one spouse is 65 or 
older, $1,400 if both are 65 or older, plus 
amounts if either is blind. 

Older or disabled Americans may be 
able to reduce the taxes they owe with 
a tax credit called the “credit for the 
elderly or the disabled.” It is based on 
filing status, age and income. General- 
ly, the credit is not available if the per- 
son’s 1993 income level requires him or 
her to report any part of social security 
benefits as taxable income. Individuals

under 65 will be eligible for this credit 
only if they retire with total and per- 
manent disability and have income 
from a public or private employer 
because of that disability. 

Senior citizens who are thinking 
about selling their personal residence 
should consider the once-in-a-lifetime 
$125,000 exclusion of the gain on the 
sale of their home. Certain age, use and 
ownership restrictions apply to this 
one-time exclusion from gross income.

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New trends in financing a luxury home

Techniques for financing a luxury 
home purchase often reflect the mood 
of the economy as a whole. In the go-go 
’90s when Wall Street was booming and 
high-yield junk bonds were hot, many 
home buyers turned to a variety of 
exotic mortgages featuring adjustable 
rates, negative amortization loans and 
the like. 

Now investors are forsaking riskier 
venture and luxury home buyers are 
looking for stable financing that 
enables them to build equity. Typical- 
ly, that means locking into the low- 
interest rates currently available for a 
fixed-rate mortgage. 

While the majority of luxury home 
buyers still prefer the traditional long- 
term, fixed-rate mortgage, mortgages 
with shorter terms, lower interest 
rates and flexible schedules are gain- 
ing popularity. 

One advantage is that short-term 
interest rates tend to be lower than 
long-term rates, such as those offered 
by 30-year mortgages.

With a shorter- 
term mortgage, the monthly payments 
are higher, but the payments begin 
chipping away at the principal much 
earlier, Consequently, the home buyer 
builds greater equity more quickly.

A 30-year mortgage with an interest 
rate of 7 percent has monthly pay- 
ments of $4,989.77, totaling $898,158.38 
after 15 years. During the time, the 
principal is reduced by only 
$194,858.52. The remainder of the pay- 
ments — $703,299.86 — must cover the 
interest. 

On the other 
hand, a _ 15-year 
fixed-rate loan with 
an interest rate of 
6.620 percent has

plan to hold onto the home or for the 
amount of time they require a mort- 
gage, ideal for an executive relocating 
for a short period of time.

deposits at five different banks with 
five different maturity dates, you can 
consider yourself diversified. After all, 


your money is not all in one bank. But 
this is not the same as practicing asset 
allocation.” 

Another example of diversification, 
but not asset allocation, that is com- 
mon among investors is owning five 
different mutual funds from five differ- 
ent mutual fund companies. As long as 
the five mutual funds are buying the 
same kind of stocks, for example, large, 
blue chip, dividend paying stocks, the 
objective of the funds are the same so 
their results may also very likely be 
the same. 

Mr. Grella defines asset allocation 
as the process of determining the spe- 
cific amounts of an investment portfo- 
lio that are to be invested in various 
asset classes. The key words are vari- 
ous asset classes. An asset class is a 
broad grouping of similar securities, 
such as large capitalization stocks or 
government bonds. Examples of other 
asset classes include high yield bonds, 
treasury bills, non-U.S. stocks and non- 
U.S. bonds. 

Different asset classes return very 
different results and historically there 
is no correlation between the perfor- 
mance of one asset class and another.

By investing in different asset classes 
you dramatically reduce your risk and 
at the same time increase your return.

ments. 

The difference of these returns has 
not gone unnoticed. They have attract- 
ed the attention of thousands of new 
investors as they continue to pour mil- 
lions of dollars every month into mutu- 
al funds. 

For those investors practicing asset 
allocation, the next step, according to 
Tom and JoAnne, is to realize that this 
investment principle, as good as it is, 
does not exist in a vacuum. As markets 
change, and some asset classes outper- 
form others, investors need to rebal- 
ance their portfolios. For example, this 
may mean selling some foreign stock 
funds that have done extremely well 
and have been mainly invested in Hong 
Kong and replacing them with a global 
fund that has less exposure to the Pacif- 
ic Rim. 

The big winners of last year will not 
necessarily be the big winners in 1994.

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refinancing 


Lower interest rates often prompt 
homeowners to consider refinancing 
their homes, Homeowners should 
consider points, and how they affect 
taxes, when deciding to refinance 
their homes. 

in general, points that qualify as 
interest are deductible in the year 
paid only if they meet certain qualifi- 
cations. The loan for which the points 
are charged must be for the purchase 
or improvement of the borrower's 
main home and secured by that home. 
The payment of points must be an 
established practice, and the number 
of points charged must be no more 
than the usual number in the area 
where the loan was made, Generally, 
the points must be paid with funds 
other than those obtained from the 
lender, : 

Points that do not meet all of these 
qualifications are considered interest 
paid in advance and must be deducted 
over the life.of the loan. 

Refinancing adds a new dimension 
to deducting points. Providing the 
points meet the usual qualifications 
for being deductible, they are usually 
deducted over the life of the loan, 
Generally, they may be deducted fully 
in the year of payment only if the loan 
was used for the improvement of the 
borrower’s main home. 

Another wrinkle comes up when a 
homeowner refinances a second time 
or if the homeowner had points from 
the original mortgage that were being 
deducted over the life of the loan, 
When a homeowner refinances - 
whether a first, second or third time - 
the previous loan is paid off. The life 
of the loan ends at that point, so any 
remaining points that were being 
spread over the life of the loan may be 
deducted on the income tax return for 
that year. 

The new points charged for refi- 
nancing again are subject to the same 
rules that apply to a first refinancing.

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In 1988, Congress passed an unusual 
measure attached to a piece of techni- 
cal tax legislation. It was called the 
“Taxpayer Bill of Rights,” and it guar- 
anteed specific protections to taxpay- 
ers when dealing with the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Here are a few of your rights as a 
taxpayer: 

Confidentiality: You have the right 
to complete privacy and confidentiali- 
ty where your tax records are con- 
cerned. The IRS employees who handle 
your returns must keep your informa- 
tion confidential. 

Disclosure of rights: The IRS must 
give you a written statement of your 
rights, and the audit and collection 
process, if your tax return is being 
examined or you are involved in a for- 
mal Collection interview. You have the 
right to record the interview on audio- 
tape. If the IRS wishes to record the 
interview, they must notify you ten 
days prior. 

Courtesy and consideration: You 
are always entitled to fair, courteous 
and considerate treatment from IRS 
employees. 

Hardship assistance: If paying 
your tax will cause you a significant 
hardship, the IRS may arrange an 
acceptable payment plan or suspend 
collection. 

Notice of additional tax: If the IRS 
determines that you owe additional 
taxes, or penalties or interest on those

taxes, they must give you a detailed 
explanation of what you owe. 

Refund of overpaid tax: If you feel, 
after paying your taxes, that you have 
paid too much, you have the right to 
request a refund. The burden of proof 
is, of course, on you. 

The mission of the IRS is to collect 
the correct amount of taxes from the 
American public in the most fair and 
least costly way. The Taxpayer Bill of 
Rights guarantees that taxpayers will 
not be mistreated and will not pay 
more than their fair share.

Unclaimed refunds held by IRS 


The Internal Revenue is looking for 
over 96,000 taxpayers who have not 
received their 1992 refund checks. 
These undelivered refunds total over 
$50 million, an average of $518 per 
check. 

The Postal Service returned these 
refund checks to the IRS because they 
could not deliver them. Thousands of 
checks are returned because the 
names or addresses on the checks are 
incorrect. Some taxpayers move and 


do not give the IRS their new address. 

Delays of an undelivered refund can 
be avoided by sending the IRS a 
change of address, using IRS Form 
8822, when moving. Or, file the tax 
return electronically and have the 
refund deposited directly into a bank 
account. Direct deposit eliminates the 
possibility of lost, stolen or undeliv- 
ered refund checks. 

In 1992, there were 81,000 undeliv-

Can't pay? 
File anyway 


If you can’t pay your taxes, you 
should still file your tax return on 
time. The IRS says this way you will 
save money because you won’t have 
to pay a penalty for filing late. 

You should send as much money 
as you can with your tax return and 
include a letter requesting a pay- 
ment plan. Give the amounts you 
can pay and the dates you can pay 
them. 

The IRS may allow you to follow 
the installments you've requested or 
will work out other options with 
you.

Making a job move this year? Don't 
look forward to much of a tax write-off 
on your 1994 taxes.

sonal effects (including certain storage 
expenses), and traveling to the new 
home if he or she doesn’t receive reim- 
bursement.

Coping with economic 
challenges in the 90s and beyond 

Every month a new book, magazine 
or television “special report” seems to 
appear in some topic related to money. 
How to earn it, spend it and how to save 
it. Earning money has always been a 
challenge, but the subject of saving 
money ultimately draws the optimum 
level of interest.

The dream of retirement 

The dream of early retirement is 
vanishing for many people, a study by a 
major consulting firm reveals. It found 
that for men between the ages of 55 and 
64, labor force participation declined 
from 83 percent to 67 percent between 
1970 and 1985. Since then, this percent- 
age has leveled off. Between 1970 and 
1985 the proportion of people who filed 
first-time social security claims 
between ages 62-64 rose from 47 percent 
to 78 percent, but after 1985 it had fallen 
to 76 percent. 

The data indicate that the trend 
towards early retirement is reversing 
by the year 2000, most workers won’t be 
able to retire by age 65 even though 
they could do so today. 

The reason is that employee savings 
will be necessary to cover one-fourth of 
retirement since since workers are not 
putting enough money into 401(k) plans 
to rely on them alone. Another phe- 
nomenon is that a larger percentage of 
married women in their 60s remain on 
the workforce (28 percent) to supple- 
ment retirement income. 

Whether you are 30 years old or 50 
years old, if you haven’t thought about 
setting up a sound and viable retire- 
ment plan, now is the time to do it. 


Qualified plan limits 

For plan years beginning after 1993, 
tfie new tax law limits the maximum 
employee compensation that may be 
used to calculate qualified retirement 
plan contributions to $150,000. Former- 
ly it was $235,840. If you own a small 
business that has a 15-percent defined 
contribution plan, it means that if you 


earn the maximum allowable compen-, 
sation, you would only: be able fo:set’ . 
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aside $22,500 (15 percent x $150,000) as 
the pension plan contribution even 
though the law permits an individual 
to make a maximum annual contribu- 
tion of up to $30,000. An easy way to 
remedy this is to establish a money 
purchase pension plan that lets you 
make contributions up to 25 percent of 
earnings. You should also be aware that 
if you have a 401(k) plan, highly com- 
pensated participants will have a high- 
er actual deferral percentage since 
their elective contributions will be 
placed over the smaller denominator of 
$150,000 rather than $235,840. In turn, 
this could adversely affect the plan’s 
ability to pass discrimination testing. A 
possible solution in this situation may 
be to increase incentives or minimum 
contributions for the lower paid group 
of workers. 


Alternatively, if the plan becomes 
too costly, it may have to be discontin- 
ued. We’ll be glad to discuss these and 
other matters that affect your business 
directly. Many of the changes in the 
new law are very subtle, so that it is 
important to have a professional 
review of your firm’s pension benefit 
arrangements. 


Making your pension go further 

Most people have a number of IRA 
and pension plan accounts of varying 
amounts. When you must take your 
required minimum pension distribu- 
tion, which is based on an aggregate of 
the total amounts in the various 
accounts and your life expectancy, you 
may take the distributions from any 
one or more of the accounts. 


This IRS ruling some years ago gives 
you the advantage of taking your with- 
drawals from the lowest yielding 
accounts first and retaining the maxi- 
mum undistributed pension funds in 
the high-yielding accounts where they 
continue to earn greater income, tax- 
deferred. 


This is just one of many pension dis- 
tribution strategies we recommend to 
clients to make their pension go fur- 
ther.

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Tax rumors 


There’s just one problem with some 
of the “tax rumors” you may hear each 
filing season — they’re just that — 
rumors, according to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. 


Some people claim that early filers 
are more likely to be audited, but, in 
fact, when you file has no effect on 
your tax return’s chances for being 
audited. IRS computers score every 
return based on the various entries 
and their relationship to one another. 
These scores are the primary means of 
selecting returns for examination. 
Computer programmers develop the 
formulas for this system before the tax 
year starts and apply them to all 
returns that year. A return filed in 
February gets the same score as it 
would get if filed in June. 


Last year, less than half of the 
returns had the name label from the fil- 
er’$ tax package attached. In some cas- 
es, this may have resulted from a mis- 
taken belief that the label is linked to 
audit selection. In fact, the label has no 
secret codes — the tax instructions 
even have an illustration explaining all 
the label’s contents. Use of the label 
helps reduce the chance for error and 
cuts processing cost. 


Some say that tax law is so complex 
that most people need professional 
help. In fact, just over half of all taxpay- 
ers prepare their own returns. IRS 
efforts to simplify the forms made the 
short form 1040A available to senior

citizens beginning in 1991; offered 
Form C-EZ, beginning last year, for 
qualifying small business owners to 
report their profits; and, this year 
Forms W-2 were given a standardized 
format, making them easier to under- 
stand. For those doing their own 
returns, the IRS offers both live assis- 
tance and recorded tax tapes. Check 
the tax forms instructions for details. 


Another myth is that calling the IRS 
tax help line will make the agency look 
closer at your return. In fact, IRS assis- 
tors do not ask callers for their names 
or social security numbers, unless 
needed to resolve a tax account matter. 


Some think that you must be a mini- 
mum age before you file a tax return, 
or that once you reach a certain age 
you can stop filing. Still others think 
that once you file, you must keep filing 
if you have any income. 

In fact, there are specific income 
thresholds that determine whether you 
must file, depending on your filing sta- 
tus. The amounts change each year 
because of inflation adjustments and 
are higher for those age 65 or over. 
Over a million low income tax returns 
are filed unnecessarily each year, with 
the largest group coming from those 65 
or older.

At tax time, many tax professionals 
“sell” their business by claiming to be 
the best at what they do. To help you 
feel confident in selecting a tax pre- 
parer, the Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) has some suggestions: 

« Select an individual, or a firm, 
who will be available if you have 
questions about the preparation of 
your tax return months, or even 
years, after it has been filed. 

- Avoid any tax practitioner who 
claims that he or she can get you a 
larger tax refund than other practi- 
tioners, or whose fees are based on a 
percentage of your refund. 

- If your tax situation is complex, 
consider hiring a certified public 
accountant (CPA) whose work con- 
centrates on taxes, a tax lawyer or an 
enrolled agent to prepare your return. 
Enrolled agents are either former IRS 
employees whose experience with the 


Make wise choice for preparer 


IRS has qualified them for enrollment 
or those who have passed a compre- 
hensive test that entitles them to rep- 
resent their clients before the IRS. 

* Take the tax package you receive 
in the mail to your practitioner so he 
or she can use your forms. He or she 
should also use your peel-off identity 
labels and the envelope from your tax 
package to speed processing of your 
return. 


+ Make sure that your preparer 
signs your return. You should receive 
a copy of the completed return. Never 
sign a blank tax return form. 

« Be sure you are satisfied with the 
prepared return. Regardless of who 
did the preparation, it is still your tax 
return and you are responsible for its 
contents, 

« The IRS cannot recommend spe- 
cific tax preparers. 


Retirees and paying tax estimates 


Many retirees can have Federal 
income tax withheld from their pen- 
sions and annuities to avoid making 
estimated tax payments. 

A retiree who chooses not to have 
tax withheld may have to make esti- 
mated tax payments during the tax 
year if not enough tax is withheld from 
other income subject to withholding, 
such as payments received from profit- 
sharing or stock bonus plans, individu- 
al retirement arrangements, annuities, 
or deferred compensation plans. 

Anyone who receives income on 
which there is no income tax withhold-

ing may need to make estimated tax 
payments or request thac tax be with- 
held. Retirees should be aware that a 
part of their social security benefits 
and equivalent railroad retirement 
benefits may be taxable.

Therefore, retirees may need to make 
estimated tax payments, or have more 
tax withheld from their other income.

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Didn’t file? Do it now! 


If you need to file tax returns you 
should have filed, the IRS is ready to 
help you. 

There is always a reason why some- 
one stops filing. One person does not 
have the money to pay, so he or she 
does not file a tax return. Another is 
undergoing a divorce and simply can- 
not deal with taxes. Yet another is sick 
and cannot get around to it. The next 
year, they are afraid that if they file, 
the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) will 
come after them. 

Whatever the reason a person 
became a nonfiler, the IRS says do not 
wait any longer. The IRS wants all non- 
filers to come back into the tax system 
and will help anyone who needs help to 
file their tax returns. Although “nonfil- 
ers” will still have to file all tax returns 
and pay any taxes and interest that are 
due, the IRS will listen to reasons for 
not filing. Some penalties may be 
waived if a person can show a valid 


reason for not filing, 

For those who owe, the IRS will 
explain the various payment options 
that may be available. If someone can- 
not pay in full, the IRS will work with 
them to come up with a payment plan 
that can fit that person’s situation. 

And, a nonfiler might not owe any 
extra taxes, Many people find that 
there are refunds waiting for them if 
they file. Refunds will be lost if the 
returns are not filed within the legal 
timeframe, usually three years from 
the original due date, 

If nonfilers don’t come forward vol- 
untarily, and IRS identifies them, crim- 
inal charges may be pressed. Not filing 
can cost people more than they think. 
Contact the IRS today; call toll-free at

Continuing tax 
changes make it possi- 
ble for many taxpay- 
ers to file simpler 
returns. Although you 
may receive in the 
mail this year the 
same type of form you 
used to file last year, 
you should review 
your tax situation to 
see if filing a different 
form is necessary or 
more beneficial. 

Generally, use the 
green “EZ” form 
(1040EZ) if your filing 
status is single or mar- 
ried filing jointly and no dependents 
are claimed; you (and your spouse if 
filing jointly) are under 65 and are not 
blind; your taxable income is less than 
$50,000 and is only from wages, 
salaries, tips, taxable scholarship and 
fellowship grants, and taxable interest 
income of $400 or less; and you do not 
itemize deductions, do not claim any 
adjustments to income or credits, or 
owe any taxes other than the amount 
from the tax table. 

If you do not qualify to use Form

W-2 Form redesigned, easier to read 


The IRS has taken another step to 
help make your taxes less taxing. Form 
W-2, “Wage and Tax Statement,” was 
redesigned to make it easier to find 
what you need for your 1993 tax 
return. This could be a time saver if 
you receive several W-2 forms. 
Employers will give you W-2s for 1993 
with the new look. 


Form W-2 now has three main parts: 
Generally, amounts (wages, taxes with- 
held, etc.) are reported on the right- 
hand side of the form. Identifying 
information (employee’s name, 
address, social security number, and 
employer information) is shown on the 
left. State/local income tax data, when 


applicable, is placed at the bottom of 


the form. 


Certain boxes, box numbers, and 
box titles, all called “core” informa- 
tion, are shown on all W-2 forms as fol- 
lows: 


Box 1 - Wages, tips, other compensa- 
tion 

Box 2 - Federal income tax withheld 

Box 3 - Social security wages 

Box 4 - Social security tax withheld 

Box 5 - Medicare wages and tips 

Box 6 - Medicare tax withheld 

30xes 7-15 list other items the payer ° 
may have to report, such as the 
employee's Social security tips (Box 7), 
Allocated tips (Box 8), or Advance 
earned income credit (EIC) payments 
(Box 9). In some instances, these boxes 
may not appear on the form if the pay 


* er does not need them. 


The remaining boxes, 16-21, are also 
considered core information boxes if 
the employer or payer is required to 
report or withhold state and local 
income tax information. 

Keeping with the form’s standard- 
ized look, employers are to use IRS- 
printed W-2 forms or paper substitutes 
with core data that match the IRS 
guidelines for the form 


Beware: If one’s federal income tax return 
changes, it may affect state taxes as well 


If your federal income tax return is 
changed for any reason, it may affect 
your state income tax liability. This 


includes changes made as a result of 


an examination of your return by the 
IRS. 

Contact the state tax agency for 
more information.
